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Kennedy Ends 
French Visit 
in Confidence

PARIS 
(AP)-Prcsident 
Ken- 


nedy said today he was conclud- 
ing his three-day policy conference 
with French Proficient Charles de 
Gaulle with a feeling "of confi- 
dence and hope." 


Speaking at a press luncheon, 


the U.S. chief executive said the 
m^Jt striking impression he would 
carry from France was of the 
vitality and 
dynamism 
of the 


French people. 


He said he was very happy to 


express publicly his appreciation 
of De Gaulle's qualities of leader- 
ship. 


Referring to specific policy Is- 


sues of the cold war, Kennedy de- 
clared the 
United States still 


hpjes to reach agreement with 
tnif Soviet Union in Geneva on a 
treaty banning nuclear weapons 
tests. 


Kennedy also praised Britain 


and France for their "wise and 
sympathetic policies" toward the 
newly independent countries which 
were their former colonies. He 
said these British and French pol- 
icies have strengthened the free 
world, 
\ >fjhe time has now come, Ken- 
nedy said, for the free world to 
unite more closely than ever to 
fight misery in those portions of 
the world— 'the southern half of 
the globe"— where "liberty is un- 
der pressure." 


Kennedy said he expects to dis- 


cuss the Berlin question in Vienna 
Saturday and Sunday with Pre- 
mier Khrushchev and declared he 
au! De Gaulle were agreed that 
Vrcstern rights in Berlin must not 
be altered by force. 


The President declared it must 


be made clear — presumably- he 
meant made clear to Khrushchev 
—that "we arc determined" to re- 
sist aggression to whatever force 
might be necessary, 


In a speech earlier in the day 


the President said the United 
States ' is determined to strengthen 
tet force's in Europe to guard the 
freedom of this part of the world. 
: "The United States of America 
intends to bear its full part," 
Kennedy told several hundred of- 
ficers and civilians standing in 
the . rain outside NATO military 
headquarters 
SHAPE) just out- 


jside Paris. 


Referring to U.S. participation 


in the two world wars and in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
ftjn, the President said the Unit- 
ed States three times in this cen- 
ury had demonstrated that its 
pwn security "must inevitably be 
linked with the security of a free 
Europe." 


"We are determined to main- 


tain and strengthen the forces we 
now have stretched across Europe 
to defend this part of the world, 
whose security affects the sccur- 
ito of our own country," Kennedy 
welared. 


Kennedy visited the headquar- 


ters of U.S. Gen. Lauris Norstad, 
NATO's supreme commander, be- 
fore his concluding talks with 
DC Gaulle. 


De Gaulle and Kennedy talked 


for an hour and five minutes then 
for the first time in their scries 
arrived this morning from Wash- 
ington;

Commissioner L. B. Sullivan and 
Chief G. J. Ruppcnthal, the judge 
prohibited thorn from refusing or 
failing to provide protection for 
segregation-challenging riders or 
other interstate passengers.

asked for I lie injunction, had ac- 
cused police of deliberately fail- 
ing to prnlcel. riders from a mob 
which attacked them here May 
20. Federal attorneys nlso blamed 
the Klan for the violence here 
and nl. Birmingham and Annis- 
ton, Ala.

Uniformed city police and sher-

$5.08 billion for various agricul- 
ture programs and $J).4;i billion for 
the 23 independent offices, largest 
of which is the Veterans Adminis- 
tration which was given $4.l!8 bil- 
lion. 


The committee's action followed

appropriating 751.3 million to the 
State and Justice 
departments,

Rights Commission, and the U.S. 
Information Agency. 


Jn all, it brought lo nine the 


number of money bills on which 
the committee has acted this year. 
Seven of them have passed the 
House but only two have passed 
the Senate and been sent to the 
President.
